“ Yahoo.” : 


Talking with Mr. Hilton Edwards while 
he was trying on the period wig he has 
had made for his réle of Dean Swift in 
“ Yahoo,” I was struck by the facial re- 
semblance—even without make-up—that 
he bears to the famous portrait of the 
“ Gloomy Dean,” by Charles Jervas, now 
in the National Gallery. Swift was such a 
dynamic personality, his interests were so 
diverse, his circle of acquaintance so wide, 
his whole life so full of rich, ready-made 
drama that probably only the difficulty of 
ascertaining the facts with certainty from 
the plethora of gossip has prevented play- 
wrights from dramatising his story as his 
greatness deserves. Lord Longford set out 
not primarily to: proyide a biography of 
Swift for the stage, but rather to try to 
interpret the extraordinary paradox of his 
whole character. The author has had re- 
course to an ingenious technique. In the 
first two acts Swift is presented in his 
| intimate’ domestic relations with Stella 
and Vanessa, and a very gripping realistic 
tragedy is unfolded. Then, in the third 
act, realism gives way to expressionism, 
and the action of the play is seen through 
the eves of Swift, maddened by Yahoos. 
An intensely dramatic and ironic contrast 
is thus provided by the disclosure of his 
actual deeds and motives, and those attri- 
butéd to him by a world that has remem- 
bered only to forget. 


Sir James Nelson. 


The many friends of Sir James Nelson 
were delighted when his two-year-old

Sir James is one of the best sportsmen 
we have in Ireland, and he goes about so 
quietly that one would hardly believe that 
he has had such an eventful career.

Before the opening ceremony the Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs and the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin were entertained at dinner in the 
Royal Hibernian Hotel by the President and 
Executive of the Irish Radio Traders’ Associa- 
tion. The dinner was informal, and there was 
only one toast, ‘‘ The State,” and no speeches. 
The opening ceremony took place from the 
jlatform of the Round Room of the Mansion 
oun. Mr. A: O’D. Sheil, President of the 
Irish Radio Traders’ Association, presided. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH, 

The Minister, in declaring the exhibition 
open, said. that he thought wireless inventions 
were most. marvellous and greater even than 
flying. They did not know where wireless 
was going to end, the more so as he was told 
that in the immediate future they would see 
the development. of another phase—television— 
by which people could actually see the people 
they were talking to by wireless. There had 
been a big change since the high power station 
was erected at Athlone. It had given a great 
fillip to the trade. He thought that the re- 
presentatives of the trade present would agree 
that it was s great factor in the development 
of radio. : 

The Athlone Station was one of the best 
of its kind in the world. The policy of the 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs when that 
station was being erected. was that the last 
thing known in the wireless world should go 
into that station In doing so they had to take 
some slight risks. Those risks had been taken 
by the Department, and he thought they 
had been very well justified. Most of those 
who enjoyed wireless: were residents in cities 
and towns, and, speaking as a representative 
of a country district, he was sorry that coun- 
try people had not been able to avail them- 
selves of wireless as he would like to see them 
doing. He hoped as the industry progressed 
that prices would fall low enough to put wire- 
less within the reach of all.

To the middle ages fell the privilege of 
introducing the blacksmith’s craft into archi 
tecture and domestic use, and of discovering 
styles to meet these requirements. It was 
the Church in medieval days that first intro 


duced the blacksmith’s art into architecture. ' 


Church doors were reinforced and enriched 
with defensive scroll-work and hinges. 


ON CHURCH DOORS. 


In some English churches and cathedrals 
the ironwork on the doors was gilt, and laid 
over dyed skins. Tradition had it that these 
skins were the skins of sacrilegious Danes, 
and doors had actually been found covered 
with human skins, such as the door in Worces- 
ter Cathedral and four doors in Westminster 
Abbey. 

Mr. Pearson related that in his youth he 
once failed in an examination, and as a 
result he was sentenced te three years’ hard 
labour in a blacksmith’s shop, and how, from 
swinging a heavy sidan teeuanek for ten 
hours a day, he began to discover an extra- 
ordinary fascination in the work of forging 
iron, 


A large part, if not all, of the werk then

It had now become almcst rare 
to forge one wrought-iron gate to a 
special design.

TEACHING OF GOLF. 


LESSONS BY AMERICAN 
EXPERT IN DUBLIN. 


Mr. Joe Ezar, the American professional, 
gave a free lecture on golf yesterday in the 
Grand Gallery, Clerys, at 3 p.m. and 4.30 
p.m.

Americans, both professionals and amateurs, 
generally attained a higher standard in golf 
than Europeans, as they played the game 
with more application. 

Mr. Ezar gave demonstrations of how the 
various shots should be made, and also gave 
an exhibition of some remarkable trick shots, 
which included hitting the ball off a man’s 
hand or foot, hitting the ball in :mid-air and 
hitting two balls at once.

Numerous were the changes which had oc- 
curred since that early period and the day 
when Father Ridgeway celebrated his jubilee. 
The population had increased enormously, 
and, as he remarked, there was not enough 
accommodation in the Star of the Sea Church 
for his ever-increasing flock, nor anything like 
adequate school accommodation for their 
children. His chief anxiety towards the close 
of his life was, indeed, to enlarge his parish 
church and to provide better facilities for the 
education of the children. 
“I want,” he said on one occasion, “ to 
educate my boys and girls and fit them for 
the battle of life, and I want to show my 
people the way to heaven.” 
At the close of 1932 failing health forced 
Father Ridgeway to retire from the active 
administration of his parish, which task was 
taken over by the Rev. T. F. Ryan, formerly 
Administrator of St. Andrew's, Westland 
row, 


DR. G. A. HOGG. 
The death of Dr. George A. Hogg, White- 
house, Belfast, one of the best-known prac- 
titioners in the city, took place on Sunday 
in a nursing home.

He 
was appointed to the magistracy in 1926, 
Dr. .Hogg was a member of both the 
Masonic and Orange Orders. He was a life 
governor of the Belfast Masonic Widows’ 
Fund and a member of the Brookville 
Masonic (lub. He was a member of the 
Richmond Masonic Lodge. 
Dr. Hogg always took a keen interest in 
the Mercantile College and was a member of 
the board of governors of that institution.

Samuel Grierson Murray, of 10 Palmerston 
Gardens, Dublin, at Youghal, where he had

The Fishermen’s Protest, 


In all civilised lands the fabric of society 
has developed from long processes of trial 


and error; and it is not assailed without. 


disconcerting results. The Free State 
Government’s new Land Bill prgposes to 
benefit the labouring classes at the cost of 
those who, through their own and their 
fathers’ toil, are moderately well-to-do. it 
will take fields compulsorily from substan- 
tial farmers and will present them to 
‘landless men.” The bill has been lauded 
by Ministers as a noble expression 4f 
Christian Socialism ; they have hailed Mr. 
de Valera, with Indian obeisance, as the 
Protector of the Poor. One of the bill’s 
clauses abolishes sporting rights which 
have‘ been enjoyed hitherto by leaseholders 
or by resident owners of landed property. It 
provides that these rights shall pass now 
to the tenant-owners at prices which shall 
be fixed by the Land Commission. The 
Senate dared to amend this clause in the 
interest of the river fisheries, which are a 
national asset of the first importance. It 
showed that, if every small farmer. owns 
the bit of river that flows past his holding, 
there will be no cultivation of fish ; poach- 
ing will be rampant, spawning salmon will 
perish miserably, and a great sport and 
industry will be doomed. By its stand 
the Senate incurred much odium arid a 
torrent of abuse. The Government refused 
to accept the amendment. Here was a 
flagrant example of a moneyed conser 
vatism, entrenched in its last stronghold 
against the just claims of a down-trodden 
democracy. 

To-day the voice of a solid section 
of that democracy is lifted in our 
columns—and it acclaims the heartless 
Senate as the real Protector of the Poor. 
The net fishermen who fish the tidal waters 
of the River Slaney have risen in defence 
of their livelihood. If the Land Bill, in- 
cluding Section 34, becomes law, the 
salmon-fishing in the Slaney’s estuary — 
which exists through the protective work 
of owners in the upper reaches—will 
disappear. In that event some 440 hard 
working men, with their families—a total 
of some 1,500 persons—will be thrown 
upon the dole. We suppose that the 
number of net fishermen in other tidal 
waters of the Free State who are faced 
with the same menace runs into thousands. 
The Senate’s amendment, tliough it helps 
the net fishermen, does not safeguard their 
position. In a unanimous resolution the 
Slaney net-men demand that Section 34 of 
the Land Bill shall be withdrawn or, at 
least, that the Senate’s amendment, so 
enlarged as to embrace all net fishermen at 
estuaries of rivers, shall be embodied in 
the bill. If this safeguard is denied, the 
thousands of net fishermen, as one of them 
says, may ‘‘sell or burn their nets ’’—an 
ironic comment on the Land Bill’s travesty 
of that Christian Socialism which fisher- 
men founded two thousand years ago. We 
hope that the Free State Government will 
have the courage to retrieve its mistake, 
and to recognise that the rights of property 
still are an essential element in the nation’s

Wireless Programmes. 


A vexed question—Free State broad- 
casting programmes—was mentioned by 
the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs last 
evening, when he inaugurated the Irish 
Wireless and Gramaphone 
1933, at the Dublin Mansion House. We 
agree heartily with Mr. Boland that the 
post of .Director of Broadcasting is a 
thankless job. Programmes must be 
arranged for seven days in every one cf 
fifty-two weeks yearly; and tastes differ 
enormously. Mr. Boland told his audience 
that some Irish listeners declare that the 
Free State programmes are the best in 
Europe; otliers take the view that they 
are the worst. Mr. Clandillon finds him- 
self between the upper and the nether 
millstone, and, within the limits of his 
powers, he does his best to make his 
programmes attractive. The Free State 
programmes are hampered to some extent 
by the guiding principle of the broadcast- 
ing authorities—namely, insistence on 
characteristically Irish entertainment. Mr. 
Boland hinted last night that this policy 
would be developed even further in the 
future.. A production manager will be 
appointed by the Government, and his 
task, apparently, will be to concentrate 
on the programmes, and to try to cdéntrive 
the greatest pleasure of the greatest number, 
Mr. Boland also referred to an aspect cf 


' Free State broadcasting which deserves 


more attention. He pointed out that most 
of the listeners were in the cities and 
towns, and expressed the hope that sets soon 
would be sufficiently cheap to enable more 
country folk to buy them. One of the 
chief obstacles to the proper development 
of wireless broadcasting in the Free State 
is the heavy import duty on receiving sets. 


Signposts. 


The Essex County Council is engaged in | 
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the “ signposting ’’ of all public footpaths 
and bridlepaths, whether used or disused, 
throughout the county. Already signs are 
in existence on 1,500 miles of such paths, 
and, at the present rate of progress, the 
county’s entire system of paths, measuring 
6,000 miles in all, will have been marked 
within another four years. Various reforms 
are involved in the process. There are paths, 
for example, which have been overgrown or 
closed in the course of the years, and these 
have been, or will be, reopened to the 


public, unless the difficulties are too great 
The“ signposting ” of these paths will be 


a boon to the organised. ‘‘ hikers’? who 
flourish over England. It will give them uo 
further excuse for trespass; they will no 
longer be able to plead that they ‘‘ thought 
it was a public path,” since the public path 
will be unmistakable. On the other hand, 
we fancy that the real lover of a country 
walk will regret the County Council’s 
action, For the true rambler three-quarters 
of the pleasure lies in those unfamiliar 
bypaths which seem to lead nowhere. 
If a blatant signpost tells him that such 
and such a path leads to ‘‘ Chickmere, 4,’ 
or '“ Little Pogsy in the Weald, 14,’’ the 
mystery of his journey will be dissipated 
and lost. What would Hazlitt or Stevenson 
have said to this “ opening up ” of the 
countryside? It is one thing to mark out 
a countryside for the benefit of motorists ; 
but. walking—save when it assumes the 
name of “ hiking,’’ and thereby damns 
itself —demands a share of the respect that 
is due to quiet things.

Str,—Seeing an advertisement in your 
paper in the Poultry Column, I answered it. 
as I was particularly anxious to get the 
breed of fowl which was advertised, and 
which I could not succeed in getting in the 
Six counties. I purchased a cockerel and 
pullet from the lady who advertised, and 
also a setting of her special eggs for hatch- 
ing. The lady could not give me any idea 
of what the tariff would be. However, | 
decided to try my luck. The eggs arrived 
after four days’ travelling to Belfast, and 
there was only Is. ld. duty to pay—exactly 
a penny an egg and one for the broken box. 

The fowl were held up at the Border from 
Tuesday till Friday night. The commotion 
caused at the little station of destination 
here could not be excelled if Royalty or Mr. 
de Valera were at the Border. The papers 
that were sent flying by up and down mails, 
the wires and the telephone calls were so 
exciting that some people thought it could not 
possibly be only a cock and hen that were 
at the Border, but probably. by some black 
‘‘undesirables ” were embodied in 
the poor fowl. Such was the length of the 
red tape—and also a further sum of 6s. 
which had to be sent before the fowl were 
released—that I was in terror lest the pullet 
would begin to lay and so add to the already 
heavy burden of tariff duties. I need not 
say that, when [ did get the birds, they 
were scarcely able to stand owing to their 
long confinement and want of a dust-bath.—

need. The more intelligent the animal, the

time: kittens much longer; why should the 
highest of all, children, alone be so oppressed 
with lessons that they have no time for play,

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DEATH OF M. PICHON,

LONS-EN-SAULNIER, Monday. 


M. Stephan Pichon, French Foreign Minister 
at the time of the Armistice, died at his 
conntry home at Vers-en-Montagne to-day. 

Stephan Pichon was an outstanding figure 
during. the last years of the war An old 
friend of Clemenceau, he entered Clemenceau’s 
Cabinet as Foreign Minister in the dark days 
of November, 1917, and conducted French 
foreign policy until January, 1920. His stir- 
ring speeches, when the future looked black. 
did much to pull the somewhat dispirited 
French Chamber together and give it new 
courage. He and Clemenceau both gave a 
fine example of the vigorous spirit which men 
already old in years could display, when their 
country needed them. 

Born as long ago as 1857, Stephan Pichon 
first became Foreign Minister in Clemencean’s 
Cabinet of 1906 to 1909, retaining his post 
through the two Briand Ministries of 1910. 
He was again Foreign Minister in Barthou’s 
Cabinet of 1913. he

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald spent a very 
busy day at No. 10 Downing street, 
beginning with the reception of Mr. 
Norman Davis for breakfast soon after 
eight o’clock. Mr. Davis remained with 
him for two hours, leaving in time to 
catch the train from Victoria for Paris, 
where he wil] stay for some days before 
going on to Geneva. He was ii. a cheerful 
mood at the station, though he said that 
he could give no information about his 
talk with the Prime Minister. It was 
accepted in official circles, however, that 
the main topic of the discussion related 
to the disarmament question, which is now 
being reviewed in Paris. France js 
adamant on the point that there shall 
he no rearming in Germany, and it is 
possible that Great Britain, in an effort 
to soften her attitude, will offer to act as 
mediator between the two countries. The 
difficulties, however, are becoming in- 
creasingly great. i 


The World Conference. 


The Prime Minister appears to ha 
anxious to secure some decisions on the 
future of the World Economic Conference. 
This morning he received three leading 
British economists in the persons of Sir 
Josiah Stamp, Sir Arthur Salter and Sir 
Walter Layton, for a consultation, before 
he met the League of Nations officials, 
Mr. A. Loveday and M. Stoppani, who 
had come from Geneva at his invitation 
for a discussion.  Ít is rumoured in 
political circles that there is no prospect 
of a revival of the World Economic Con- 
ference in anything like its original form. 
though there may be meetings of some of 
the committees dealing with specific points. 
The conversations between the Prime 
Minister, Sir Josiah Stamp, Sir Arthur 
Salter and Sire Walter Layton lasted a 
considerable time. 


Chief Tshekedi. 


The Dominions Secretary, Mr. J. II. 
Thomas, when asked to-day whether he 
would receive Chief Tshekedi if he should 
come to London, declined to give an 
answer. This was not surprising; for the 
whole position is regarded in official circles 
as a matter of very great delicacy. 
Nothing is known at the Dominions Office 
about the Chief’s rumoured intention to 
come to London, to put forward his side 
of the case; .but, if he takes such a step 
without the necessary permission, he will 
have to encounter many difficulties before 
he can obtain access to Mr. Thomas, with 
whom the final decision on his future must 
rest.: The dominant factor is that 
Tshekedi is said to have claimed the risin 
to deal with any European in his territory 
as he thought fit—a claim which neither 
the Government of South, Africa nor the 
Dominions Office could countenance for a 
moment. 


Britain’s War Debt. 


There is some speculation in the United 
States concerning the War debt payment 
due on December 15th next, and there 
seems to be little expectation that any 
such payments will be made in full.  Dis- 
cussions on the British debt to the United 
States will be opened on October 5th 
between Sir -Frederick Leith Ross, the 
principal econemic adviser to the British 
Government, and the Washington 
Treasury; but, even if the negotiations 
should proceed with the utmost smoot)h- 
ness, which is unlikely, it is improbable 


| that any settlement will be reached by the 


time when the next instalment becomes 
due. Left to themselves, the negotiators 
might be able to reach a satisfactory solu- 
tion, but the great obstacle is that Con- 
gress must ratify any agreement before 1% 
can become effective. 


fhe Labour Party. 


The Labour Party has suffered declines 
both in its numbers and finances during 
the past year. The total affiliated member- 
ship, according to the annual report of the 
Executive body, is 2,000,180, a decrease of 
Just over 60,000, while trade union 
membership has ben reduced from 
2,024,216 to 1,960,289. The membership of 
socialist and co-operative societies has in- 
creased slightly. The financial balance 


i sheet shows that the expenditure for the 


year was £45,417, and that there was a 
credit balance to be carried forward of 
£271. The income from the trade unions 
in the form of affiliation fees amounted to 
£32,671, out of an income from al! sources 
of £45,688. This yield is about £1.000 less 
than was expected, owing to the decline in 
numbers of the affiliated members of the 
anions. : 


Slam Clearance. 


Sir Edward Hilton Young, the Minister 
vf Health, intends to make a tour of the 
country, to review the campaigns organised 
in many centres in respect of slum-clearing 
and other local government problems. The 
tour is expected to cover a very wide area, 
occupying several days, and during it Sir 
Edward Hilton Young will visit places 
under the control of those local authori 
ties who have ignored a circular sent out 
oy his department, asking them to submit 
proposals for dealing with the local slums. 
It is said that more than 1,600 loca! 
authorities, out of a total of 1,717, have 
not yet furnished schemes for slum clear- 
ances, but there is hope that the personal 
intervention of the Minister of Health may 
bring about a considerable improvement in 
these figures. | 


Another Trade Offer. 


The Uruguayan Government has in- 
structed its legation in London to open 
preliminary negotiations with the British 
Government for the conclusion of an Ang!o- 
Uruguayan trade agreement, and a meetin 
took place between representatives of tlic 
two countries at the Board of Trade to-day, 
when the preparatory work in connection 
with the negotiations was discussed. More 
formal negotiations probably will take 
place later in the year. It is understood 
that Uruguay is anxious to obtain a better 
market in Great Britain for her meat 
exports, which, as she considers, have been 
hampered by the operation of the Ottawa 
agreements. On the other hand, it is 
expected that Great Britain will ask for 
concessions in connection with textiles. 


Peaches from America. 


An experimental consignment of peaclics 
from the United States has been received 
in London in a new form of packing. This 
consists of airtight cans, into which the 
fruit was placed as soon as it was gathered 
So far as the packing was concerned, the 
experiment appears to have been success- 
ful; for the contents were found to be in 
excellent condition, and resembled freshly 
gathered fruit; but financially the efiter- 

ise may not be regarded as satisfactory.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, recently re 
turned from his Seottish holiday, had an 
exceptionally busy day; within a few 
hours he had consultations with Mr. 
Norman Davis, the United States 
Ambassador-Extraordinary, with three 
British economists—Sir Josiah Stamp, Sir 
Arthur Salter and Sir Walter Layton, and 
with two leading members of the League of 
Nations Secretariat, Mr. Alexander Love- 
day, Director of the Finance Section of the 
League Secretariat, and M. Stoppani, head 
of the Economic Relations Section. 

Mr. Macdonald had asked the two 
League experts to come to London for an 
interview on questions connected with the 
carrying on of the work of the World 
Economic Conference | 

Concurrently with these meetings there 
took place at the Foreign Office the first 
session of the Advisory Committee set up 
to operate the world wheat agreement 
reached in London last month. Mr. 
Norman Davis breakfasted with the Prime 
Minister, and the two statesmen after. 
wards had nearly two hours’ exchange ci 
views on the prospects of the resumption 
next month of the Disarmament Confer- 
ence. Mr. Davis immediately afterwards 
left for Paris, travelling by the same train 
as Mr. Arthur Henderson, chairman of 
the Disarmament Conference, who will 
have interviews in Paris on his way to 
Geneva. 


ANGLO-FRENCH TALKS, 


The Anglo-American consultation in 
London on the outlook for the Disarma- 
ment Conference took place an hour or two 
before the British and French statesmen 
conferred on the same subject in Paris. 
No statement was issued after the meet- 
ing between Mr. Macdonald and Mr. 
Davis, }but their conversation was under- 
stood to review various difficulties in the 
path of the British draft convention on 
disarmament. The coming Anglo-American 
debt negotiations were not discussed at the 
Downing street meeting. 
It transpired during the day that the 
Washington conversations are expected t» 
open on October 5. Sir Frederick Leith- 
Ross, Economic Adviser to the Govern- 
ment, will be in charge of the British case. 
at the initial meetings. 
Half an hour after his long conference 
with Mr. Norman Davis the Prime 
Minister was engaged with the three 
British economists whom he had invited to 
No. 10 Downing street. Sir Josiah Stamp, 
Sir Arthur Salter, and Sir Walter Layton 
were with the Premier an hour and a half. 
Their call was associated in well-informed 
quarters with the Prime Minister’s desire, 
as President of the World Economic Con 
ference, to continue the work of the Con- 
ference effectively. 


ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 


For an hour during the afternoon the 
Prime Minister was in consultation: with 
Mr. Loveday and M. Stoppani. According 
to a well-informed version the two League 
officials brought Mr. Macdonald details of 
progress on various matters in the scope 
of the Conference. There was no indica- 
tion that a re-opening of the Economic 
Conference in its original form was under 
discussion. : 

Eighteen countries were represented at 
the meeting in a room at the Foreign 
Office of the Wheat Advisory Committee. 
At the morning and afternoon sessions 
progress was made in the survey of the 
work to be undertaken by the Committee 
in its responsibility for working the wheat 
agreement. 

One subject that will probably be raised 
at to-morrow 's meeting of the Committee 
wheat exportation allotted to 
Russia.

LANS for the scientific treatment of 
raw coal from the South Wales coal- 

field on a vast scale were discussed at a 
conference convened by the South Wales 
industrial Development Council at Cardiff 
yesterday, | 
The scheme was prepared by Professor 
George Knox, Dr. R. Iilingworth and Mr. 
H. H. Merrett, and provided-for the con- 
struction of one hydrogenation plant and 


tion plants along the south-eastern out- 
crop of the South Wales coalfield at a 


total cost of £7,000,000. 
MORE EMPLOYMENT. 


It is estimated that the hydrogenaticn 
plant would produce 100,090 tons of petrol 
per annum, using about 365,000 tons of 
coal, and finding permanent employment 
for 1,000 miners and 1,500 process workers, 

Its construction would also give tem 
porary employment to about 15,000 men 
for a period of one year. 

In addition, ten 1,000-ton low tempera. 
ture carbonisation plants would treat 
3,650,000 tons of coal per annum, pro- 
ducing about 240,000 tons of heavy oil. 
40,000 tons of light oil, 70,000 tons of 
pitch. 322,000,050 cubic feet of gas and 
2,520,000 tons of smokeless fuel. 

These plants would find permanent em. 
ployment for 4,090 miners and 1,400 
process workers and temporary work for 
12,000 men for one year. 


MONEY DIFFICULTY. 

In discussion on the scheme Lieutenant- 
Colonel A. Vaughan Cowell, Chairman of 
the Nationa] Carbonisation Co,, Ltd., said 
that it was a huge scheme, and was a 
matter for business men before the 
technicians. Where was thé money coming 
from to finance it? Thev could expect no 
help from the Government. 
All that could be expected from. that 
source was encouragement, but not a single 
penny in money. Still, he thought that 
South Wales was moving in the right direc. 
tion, and further progress should be made 
when the purely financial and business 
details were clearer.

A number of prisoners are at present, on 
hunger strike in Mountjoy Jail, two of 
whom are stated to be in a very weak con- 
dition. Five of the hunger-strikers are 
serving terms of imprisonment in connec- 
tion with raids on public-houses, and two 
for contempt of court. :

September 10th and are in hospital, while 
five others were sentenced at the same 
time at the Dublin District Court in con- 
nection with raids in Dun Laoghaire.

ENERAL O'DUFFY was at the offices 
of the United Ireland movement at 
No. 3 Merrion square, Dubl.n, yesterday, 
where he had a conference, lasting several 
hours, with organisers from all over the 
country.

PROPOSAL TO TRANSFER 
IT TO NEWARK.

A “ National Stock Exchange’’ was 
formally incorporated in New Jersey this 
morning, when the State Secretary re- 
ceived the incorporation papers filed in 
Newark on Saturday. 
This move to transfer the great business 
of the New York Stock Exchange to 
Newark was dictated by the heavy taxation 
measure of four cents per share on every 
transfer of stock by residents of New York 
City, passed by the Board of Aldermen 
last Thursday, and designed to combat the 
city’s financial difficulties. 
The step was taken without consulting 
the New York Stock Exchange, it is un- 
derstood, but it will bring pressure to 
bear on New York municipal authorities 
to reconsider their decision regarding the 
heavy tax on stock transactions. 
Belief that the New York Exchange may 
remove was strengthened by a visit to the 
gallery of the Exchange this morning by 
the Mayor of Newark. 
Mr. Richard Whitney, President of the 
New York Exchange, escorted the Mayor, 
but refused to make any statement re- 
garding the affair. 


BUDGET DEFICIT. 
The new taxation proposals designed to 
bolster+he credit of New York City in the 
face of a two-hundred-million-dollar 
Budget deficit have all been approved by 
the Board of Aldermen. They remain in 
a state of stutus quo until next Thursday, 
when the Mayor of New York is holding a 
public hearing. He is expected to sign 
them, and, if he does, they will become 
effective immediately. as 
Mr. Samuel Untermeyer, the well-known 
corporation lawyer, reveals that New York 
bankers have suggested that the city 
should seek financial aid from Governor 
Lehman to restore its credit. 
Mr. Untermeyer said that the banks 
felt unable to lend the city seventy-two 
million dollars in the face of the tremen- 
dous revenue deficit. He added that he 
doubted whether fresh taxation measures 
at present would extricate the city from 
its financial quagmire,

HEIMWEHR LEADERS’ 
DEMANDS.

VIENNA, Monday. 


The political crisis developed still 
further to-day, following a meeting of the 
Heimwehr leaders at Innsbruck, after ‘ich 
a series of demands was presented to the 
Government. Although the details of these 
demands have not yet been made known, 
it is reported that the resignation of Herr 
Vougoin, Minister for Defence, is asked 
for, and the installation of Major Fey, 
Minister of Public Safety (who has been 
described ag the strong man behind the 
Government) as Executive Minister at the 
head of the Army, police and gendarmerie. 
On the other hand, the week-end dispute 
of Herr Winkler, the Vice-Chancellor and 
leader of the National Guild front, with 
Prince Starhemberg, the 1] .eimwehr leader, 
is believed here not to be such a danger to 
the position as had been thought abroad. 


THE WARRING UNITS. 

It is even held in some circles that Dr. 
Dollfuss may decide to dispense with both 
these leaders and rule alone, and it is 
pointed out that he is the only man capable 
of holding the balance between the warring 
units in the country, none of whom could 
achieve anything alone. 
The Heimwehr, despite the fact that its 
members are armed, is not regarded as 
formidable, since it would be opposed by 
the Army. Independent foreign observers, 
however, consider that the conflict between 
the various parties, which is not understood 
by the man in the street, may lower the 
prestige of the Government in the eyes of 
the people at the moment when the German 
and Austrian Nazis are exploiting every 
sign of disunity in Government circles in 
order to further their own propaganda. 
Meantime Dr. Dollfuss has not yet 
returned from the country, and there are 
no signs of tension at Government head- 
quarters.

NEW LAND BILL 
PROPOSAL. 


STRONG PROTESTS 
BY NET-MEN. 


THEIR MEANS OF 
LIVELIHOOD. 
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From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


ENNISCORTHY, Monday. 

ARGELY attended meetings of the net 

fishermen who work along the four- 
teen miles of tidal waters on the River 
Slaney were held at Oylegate and Killurin 
to protest. against the inclusion in the new 
Land Bill ofSection 34, which provides 
for the compulsory purchase of fishing 
rights on rivers in the Free State. 

‘There were 147 net licences issued this 
year on the Slaney. Every net is worked 
by three men, so that 440 men, with their 
dependents—a total of about 1.500 people 
—are dependent for a living on the fishing 
along this pgrtice of the river. 

At the meeting in Oylegate, at which 
Mr. Owen McCoy, a net-men's representa- 
tive on the Wexford Board of Con- 
servaters, presided, Mr. P. D. Jordan, 
solicitor, explained that in the other Lan.l 
Acts the fishery rights prior to 1923 were 
vested in the landlords, and the tenants 
had the option of buying these rights .t 
the landlords’ price. As a rule, this pride 


tenants took the offer. Under the 1933 
| Land Bill, however, if Section 34 was passed 
into law the tenants could buy the fishery 
rights along that part of the river that 
adjoined their land, snd the landlord 
would have to sell at a price to be fixed 
by tae Lard Commission. 


-w 

TENANTS’ POWERS. 
. The tenants of the land would then become 
the absolute owners of the fishing, and could 
exclude everyone else from their part of the 
rivers, The net fishermen along the Slaney 
had fished the river for a livelihood for years, 
as had their fathers before them, and he was 
sure they did not want to let their rights 
go now without making a fight for them. 
Mr. Jordan stated that the Land Bill had 
passed through tne. Dail, and had been 
debated by the Senate. The Senate had 
adopted an amendment to Section 34, pro- 
posing to exempt from that scetion fishery 
rights which were the subject of a lease or 
letting to a tenant who exercised such rights, 
or such rights exercised and enjoyed by an 
owner resident in the Free State. 
‘That amendment is all right,' continued 
Mr, Jordan, ‘‘so far as it goes, but it does 
not apply to you net-men at all. You are 
neither owners, lessees, nor tenants of your 
fishing. The cbject of this meeting is to 
protest against the inclusion of Section 31 
im the bill, to have the section deleted, or, 
alternatively, to have the Senate’s amend. 
ment extended so as to include the net fisher- 
men, Otherwise you will be devoid of any 
fishing rights at all.’ 
‘The fishing above the Enniscorthy bride 
is all preserved at present, and the fishing. 
in the tidal portion below the bridge to Wex- 
ford Harbour is ‘free to licensed net-men. 
The Senate’s amendment seeks to protect 
the rights of the. owners, lessees, or 
tenants, above the bridge on the Slaney, and 
of thoss similarly circumstanced on other 
rivers. If the amendment is not accepted by 
the Dail, the net fishermen, apart from the 
fact that they may be deprived of their nights 
by landowners along their part of the river, 
would find that there would be little or no 
protection for the fishing on the rest of the 
river, because the fishing would be: held in 
small lots by mdividual owners, who would 
not combine to protect the spawning saimon, 
and eventually the fishing would be ef no use 
to anyone.” 
A Voice-In a few years it would be all 
gone. 
Mr. Jordan said that the people who had 
the fishing in the Upper Slaney at present 
went to much expense to preserve the spawn- 
ing beds and to run the batcheries, but this 
would not continue very long if the farmers 
along the river took over the fishing rights 'n 
small lots, because they would not go to the 
same expense or trouble. 


STRONG PROTEST. 
The following resolution was proposed by 
Mr. M. Flynn, seconded by Mr. E. Byrne, 
and passed unanimously :— 
“ That this meeting of net fishermen on 
the Kiver Slaney, from the districts of 
Killurin, Castlebridge, Ferrycarrig, Oyle- 
gate, Edermine, Kilcarbery and Ennis- 
corthy, being unanimously of the opinion 
that che provisions of Section 34 of the 
land Bill, 1933, as passed by the Dail, 
if retained and passed into law, will 
deprive the net fishermen in estuaries and 
round the coast, and the families depend- 
ing on them, of their means of livelihood, 
we therefore protest in the strongest pos- 
sible manner against the retention of such 
s section as being a violation of our 
natural rights to live. 
‘* While we believe the amendment to 
the section passed by the Senate will have 
the effect of ensuring continued protection 
of rivers and preservation and improvement 
ef spawning beds, through which we (the 
net fishermen) derive our source of supply, 
the aunendment accordingly has our whole- 
hearted support and approval. Such an 
amendment does not extend to the uet 
fishermen, and, even if it were accepted 
by the Dail, it will not help to restore 
our rights. 2 
“We accordingly call for the abolition 
of Section 34 in its entirety, or demand 
that the Senate amendment be added to 
by extending its provisions to all net 
fishermen at the estuaries of rivers, and 
direct that a copy of this resolution be 
sent to each of the five T.D. of the 
county, and their co-operation demanded 
in our efforts to preserve and protect our 
rights. : 
lt was also decided to send copies of the 
resolution. to President de Valera and to the 
Minister for Fisheries. 

THREAT TO NETMEN. 
In reply tc questions, Mr. Jordan said that 
if the sectio, went through in its present 


along his own river bank could exclude the 
netmen from that part of the mver or charge 
any rent he liked to the netmen if he allows 
themonit.

The Chairman said that every net man 
should support the resolution, to prevent 
open disaster to the River Slaney fishing. 

Very Rev. Canon Rowe, P.P., Oylegate, in 
an interview, expressed sympathy with the 
netmen's efforts, which he Boat would be 
successful. The people of Oylegate, he said, 
would have nothing to turn to for a living 
if their fishing industry is taken from them. 

It is understood that a memorial is being 
prepared represeniing the netmen’s case, and 
that a deputation will seex an interview in 
the. near future’ with President de Valera 
and the Minister for Fisheries to urge con- 
sideration of their claims.

Then by giving the 
import figures for the first six months of 1933

Now, it is noticeable that, whilst de- 
tailed figures are given for imports, exports, 
total national output, and total national de- 
mand in 1929, the only defimte figure given 
tor 1933 is the total mmports for the period 
January-July, £1,157,216. . 

Nevertheless, the survey purported to give 
a comparison between the general condition 
of the industry now and in 1929. In order 
to do so the hypothetical figure £1,949,500 is 
taken as representing the total imports for 
the full year 1933. The hypothetical figure 
£19,104 is then taken as the value of our 
exports for 1933, subtracted from the figure 
£1,949.509, and by this process it is deduced 
that the total value of our imports for 1933 
will be £1,930,396. This figure is then sub- 
tracted from our net bill for imports in 1929, 
and it is found that our imports have fallen 
by £2,245.087. The guesses made in this 


| survey may prove to be approximately correct, 
| but at present they are just guesses. 


This survey of the advance made by the 
home clothing trade would have been much 


| more convincing, Mrs. O'Driscoll says, if we 


had been given really comparative figures. 
From the facts given, however, the only 
conclusion that can definitely be drawn is 
that both our imports and exports have fallen 
considerably since: 1929.

The French object in the Paris talks, it 
is claimed here, is to hinder German re- 
armament, and at the same time to pre- 
vent French disarmament, and this is to 
be achieved by drawing attention to the 
new situation which has arisen through 
the rise of “a re-armed and war-like 


Germany.’ 


A HOPE. 


‘The newspapers express the hope that 
Great, Britain will see through this trick, 
and assert that all that is required to 
make the Disarmament Conference a suc- 
cess, as Germany wants it to be, is for 
France to show similar good-will and 
sincerity.

RAID FOR ARMS IN

day to have resulted from a great raid on 
a “ Red ” quarter of the town of Harburg, 
near Hamburg, yesterday.

HITLER’S PLANS FOR

POLICY REVERSED. 


The international implications of these bog 
> 
vonciliatory policy of Rathenau and Strese- 
mann, who were now branded as traitors, was 
reversed, and the Allied Powers are no longer 
friendly, but suspicious. In the second place, 
the exclusion of the Jews from German 
citizenship threw undue strain on the immi- 
ration laws of other States and on the exist- 
ing, carefully regulated schemes for the settle- 
ment of Jews in Palestine. 

National Socialism recognised the rights of 
private property even in land, but by the 
expression, '' Abolition of unearned income,” 
is understood such sweeping measures as the 
nationalisation of the Reichsbank and the 
note-issuing banks and the introduction of 
certain financial measures, not yet precisely 
determined, which would dispense with the 
necessity for issuing interest-bearing loans. 


A SWEEPING CHANGE, 


The new social policy contemplated the 
following reforms :—Extension of the old age 
pension system and other pension schemes, 
and the creation and maintenance of a 
healthy middle-class; all large departmental 
stores must be anmaialael and sub-let at 
low rents to small traders, amendment of the 
laws of land tenure, abolition of ground rents 
and of speculation in real estate, and estates 
that are not administered in harmony with 
public interests may be confiscated without 
compensation for purposes of public utility, 

The object of the Nazi Government is to 
create a large and contented rural i ulation.

ATHLONE AND A BEET 
FACTORY.

ATHLONE, Monday. 


A meeting in support of Athlone’s claim 
to a beet factory was attended by hundreds 
of farmers from Westmeath, Roscommon, 
and North Offaly, as well as the Westmeath 
and Roscommon Agricultural Instructors. Mr. 
J. Grenham presided, and said that Athlone 
was the most suitable place in Ireland, and 
possessed all the necessary requirements. 

Mr. Conroy, Westmeath Agricultural In- 
structor, said that in other parts of Ireland 
farmers had been helped, but those in the 
Midlands,’ who were suffering more, were 
neglected by the Government. The dairying 
industry in the South had been subsidised, 
and prices for wheat crops had been fixed, 
but there was nothing for the farmers of 
Westmeath. 

Mr. N. P. Cotter, agricultural instructor, 
Roscommon, said that he carried out tests 
in all parts of County Roscommon, and the 
beet yield was 15.7 to 17.5 per cent. In bog 
soil the yield was 12 tons 5 cwts. per. acre, 
and the percentage 15.9. That went to prove 
that it could be grown very successfully in 
County Roscommon. ‘‘You have a really 
good claim,” he added. ‘‘ Athlone is a most 
suitable centre. All the facilities and re- 
quirements are there.’’ 

The Chairman said that the. figures of un- 
employed in Athlone were staggering, and if 
the factory was erected in the town it would 
relieve numbers of those who were hungry. 

The matter was left in the hands of a 
committee to prepare the case for Athlone, 
and to interview investors and T.D.’s, and 
also to find the amount of money likely to be 
invested in the project. . 


FRANCE’S FOREIGN

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS

months of this year shows a decline, both in 
imports and exports, as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year.

{£3,312,000). Exports have declined still 
further, the total for the first eight months 
of this year being 11,887,000,000 francs 
(£95,096,000).

THE SCHEME OF CREDIT. | 


The Free . State Agricultural. Produce 


(Cereals) Act, 1933, provides that a hourity |: 


will be paid by the Minister for Agriculture 
to each registered .wheat-grower. on every 
barrel of millable wheat which he sells to 
& licensed flour-miller, a registered distiller or 
a registered wheat dealer, in the event of the 
average price for millable wheat sold under 
the Act being less than the standard price 
fixed—viz. : 23s. 6d. in the case of wheat sold 
in the period Ist August to 15th December, 
and 25s, in the periods 15th January to 15th 
April and Ist May to 3lst July in each of 


the cereal years 1933-34, 1934-35 and 1935-36. | 


To facilitate farmers who desire to grow 
wheat under the Act, the Minister is notify- 
ing seed merchants that if a merchant who 
has agreed to the scheme gives a farmer 
seed wheat on credit, and gets the farmer 
to sign an undertaking authorising the Minis- 
ter to pay the merchant for this seed out of 
the sum which may become due to the farmer 
by way of bounty after his 1934 crop is sold, 
the Minister will act on this authorisation. 

It is proposed to have portion of the price 
of the seed advanced to the merchant as 
soon as possible after the completion of the 
transaction. In case no bounty becomes pay- 
able to any individual farmer, the merchant 
himself. will have to collect, in the usual way, 
the debt incurred by that farmer. The Minis- 
ter will not, of course, undertake any re-. 
sponsibility to the merchant for the debts 
contracted by. farmers. 

It is believed that by this means a farmer 
who at the moment is not in a position to 
incur expense for seed wheat, but who is 
considered by the merchant: to be trustworthy, 
can be facilitated in obtaining seed in good 
time for sowing. 

Seed merchants who desire to participate in 
this scheme should apply te the Secretary. 
Department of Agriculture, Dublin, C.17, for 
the form of application and undertaking, to 
be completed by each merchant before supply- 
ing any seed wheat to farmers under the 
terms of the scheme,

British Brewing Industry. 

Brewery shares have again attracted atten- 
tion lately by reason of the reports of in- 
reased beer production and favourable pre- 
dictions as to the future. Apart from the 
resent improvement in trade, which dates 
rom the pár. of the price of beer in 
April, considerable benefit is expected to 
accrue from an extensive ca npaign which is 
to be undertaken. The brewery industry 
proposes to spend £150,000 on a co-operative 
campaign, comprising Press and poster adver- 
tising; publicity on public vehicles and lec- 
tures. The idea is to tell ier that 
England’s beer is the best and healthiest 
beverage they can consume. 


New U.S. Stock Exchange. 


Several membe:; of the New York Stock 
Exchange have incorporate’ tne '' National 
Stock Exchange" in Newark, New Jersey. 
The organisers state there will be no transfer 
taxes, and offer, prior mghts of membership 
to members of the New York Stock Ex- 
change.

With this movement the 
French exchange dropped to below £0, the 
lowest level since the franc was devalued, 
and, consequent upon this latter movement, 
the London price of gold rose id. to 131s, 9d.

on prices of South African gold shares. The 
lack of response by South African and other 
gold-mining shares to the sharp rise in the metal 
is not easy to understand considering how 
speculation in this section was stimulated some 
months ago by a rise in gold to a figure well 
below the present quotation. It may be that 
market operators doubt the maintenance of 
the gold quotation, though if America is to 
adopt a policy that leads to a further depre- 
ciation of the dollar, and that movement is 
reflected in gold standard currencies, a still 
higher price of the metal would seam to be 
probable.
